Funds To Aid Small Merchant 
LAFF-A-DAY 
After Age 4 5 -1 Resolution 


A somewhat startling proposal has come 


from the president of the world’s second 


largest stock exchange, en the subject of 


aid to small business. W illiam T. M cCor­ 
mick. president of the Am erican Stock E x ­ 
change. lias proposed formation of a $500 
million investment 
trust to supply 
risk 
capital to small businesses, with the fed­ 
eral government s u p p I y i n g half the 
amount. 


McCormick s idea came to light in test)* 
mony before a House committee, duri ng 
which he stressed the need for capital to 
finance the ideas of small business. 
‘ Big 
business gets an idea, it has the triunes to 
develop it.’* he said. “ Little business gets 
an idea, it doesn t have the money. T h e 
problem is how to get the money to people 
with ideas.*’ 


Such an investment trust would replace 
the present program of federal loans to 
sm all business, which the W all Street offi­ 
cial feels is incapable' of solving the prob­ 
lem. The burden of interest and loan repay­ 
ments stifles most small businesses to the 
point 
where 
they 
“ never 
get 
off 
the 
ground,” he said. 


Although the idea of investing govern­ 


ment funds in private stocks is in itself un­ 
usual, McCorm ick was careful to present 
certain precautions in allowing 
govern­ 
ment financing of private business. 
“ I d 
like to see W all Street do the whole job it­ 
self,” he said, “ but it seems impossible to 
overcome reluctance on the part of inves­ 
tors to gamble money on 
small 
busi­ 
nesses.” 
Thus the plan for a $500 million invest­ 
ment trust, with private capital and the 
government each financing half. The fed­ 
eral government would be represented on 
the board of directors, but would not have 
the controlling voice. McCormick is con­ 
vinced that once the plan is put into opera­ 
tion and an initial measure of success is 
ai hieved, private investors will hr eager to 
buy out the government’s share But would 
the government he willing to sell? 
McCorm ick’s plan may have merit pro­ 
viding stringent safeguards arc placed on 
tile government's participation. There can 
be no argument that capital is needed by 
small businesses, and a trust of this size 
might he a healthful shot in the ann. Low­ 
er taxes should solve the problem, hut 
there seems to be no hope of a tax reduc­ 
tion.

Bruno Bloch who added colored 
dye and a running motor to the 
technique Reliable statistics show 
he had great success in removing

A careful follow tip study at the 
Zurich Hospital showed the meth­ 
od was successful m 78 5 per cent 
of 179 cases.
